At the height of the fire, the 
Terminal Railroad Association ran 
a shifting engine into the area 
and removed 15 carloads of creo- 
soted railroad ties that were en- 
dangered by the falling sparks.

Effective Feb. 1, 1948, 


but Way Is Left Open 
for Revision at Novem- 
’ ber Meeting. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., Sept. 19 
(AP)—The National Association 
of Broadcasters’ board of direc- 
tors today adopted a code of good 
practice for the industry, but left 
the way open to revision in No- 
vember. 

The code establishes broadcast- 
ing standards aimed at preventing 
excessive commercial announce- 
ments and establishing higher 
standards of taste for radio. It 
would limit commercial announce- 
ments to three minutes in any 15- 
minute period. 

The directors decreed by resolu- 
tio that the code become effec- 
tive Feb. 1, 1948, subject to con- 
tracts in force today. 

The resolution observed that the 
membership “has not had full op- 
portunity. to discuss and familiar- 
ize itself with all sections of said 
standards of practice” and direct- 
ed that critic and recommen- 
dations be sent by members to 
board members before Nov. 1. The 
board then will reconsider 
code at its November meeting in 


Washington. 

During the N. A. B. convention, 
some individual station executives 
had opposed certain ons of 
the code which, they said, would 
work hardship on them.

Padding Denied in, Campaign. 

Hopkins’s padding of relief rolls

They believe that the military has been made 
an attractive career, and that if the full facts of 
the opportunities offered are made known, thelr 
recruiting problem will be solved. ä 

Much of the spit-and-polish of the old Army 
has been eliminated and training useful in 
making a professional soldier has been empha- 
sized. Through the Armed Forces Institute, 
the soldier can take technical or high school 
training equivalent to the best available to civil- 
ian students. If he has finished high school 
already, he can take college courses. 

The soldier's pay runs at the equivalent of 
$212 a month, of which he can save $75. After 
30 years, if he has risen as high as a master 
sergeant, he can retire and receive $1800 a year. 


Yet it is not basically a matter of what the 


Army can do for the young man. It is a matter 
of what the youth can do for his country. 


If America is to be strong; if it is to play out 
its role of democratic leader in world affairs; if 
it is to speak with authority to those who would 
encroach upon the weak and forcibly spread 
alien doctrine, then it must have an adequate 
Army and Air Force. 

Men like Gen. Devers should not be forced 
to leave their military tasks and go across the 
country to raise sentiment for recruits. The 
patriotic necessity is so obvious that it should

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Big Money Out of Hunger 

Argentina's Dictator Peron is making big 
money out of European hunger. He has just 
raised the price oft export wheat to $5.95 the 
bushel. That's more than twice the American 
price—high as that is.

ones to whom Peron professes such devotion— 


since his wheat-buyers pay them only $1.35 the

Peron’s wheat racket, however, is of more 
concern abroad than at home. It is a double 
hold-up because payment is being accepted 
only in American dollars.

their all too small dollar-holdings. Highwaymen 
and footpads are less relentless.

Here, in Walter Ploeser’s home territory, there 
has arisen a problem near the center of his legis- 
lative province as chairman of the House Small 
Business Committee. 

Harold Gibbons’ CIO Retail, Wholesale and 
Department Store Employes plan to set up a 
grocery-buying club of 6000 members, which is 
intended to become a consumer co-operative 
later. In the same day’s news, President William 
C. Richardson of the Individual Retail Grocers’ 
and Meat Dealers’ Association said a number of 
his members have. quit business because they 
can’t make a living between what food costs them 
and what their customers can pay. 

If Mr. Ploeser could establish that the union's 
buying pool is taking trade away from the little 
merchants, his course would be simple. He 
could attack that co-operative-to-be with brass 
knucks and both feet. That would be awfully 
convenient, but he can’t do it, because these 
grocers quit before the union announced its in- 
tention. 

The grocers left business under the same 
scourge that drives the union into business. The 
scourge is blighting inflation. High prices squeeze 
the profit margin of one group and the living 
margin of the other. Rapid rise or fall of prices

In one of the most interesting public opinion 
polls yet taken, Claude Robinson of the Opinion 
Research, Corporation set out to discover just 
what labor does think of the Taft-Hastley law. 
His findings, published in the current issue of 
Look Magazine, are remarkable. oy 


First of all, 64 per cent of the union men 
said they are opposed to the law. That was 
hardly surprising, in view of the fight against 
it conducted by union leaders. Mr. Robinson 
then took 10 of the bill's most controversial 
provisions and found that, whet union members 
were’ asked*‘specifically what they thought of 
each, a majority approved.

The lowest percentage of 50, in the matter 
of political contributions, was still a majority 
since 8 per cent of those questioned had no 
opinion. The only one of the 10 points that 
did not win majority approval was the provision 
in the Taft-Hartley law against the closed shop. 
However, even on this point, 48 per cent favored 
the provision, 43 per cent opposed it and 9 per 
cent had no opinion. 

Mr. Robinson explains the contradiction by 
which union members say they against the 
law, but still favor nine of its” provisions. 
When union men were asked what was con- 
tained in the bill, 54 per cent of those ques- 
tioned “were unable to name correctly a single 
specific provision.” So it seems that, in their 
opposition to the law as a whole, the men were 
merely parroting the propaganda of their 
leaders. 

The outcome of this poll must be rather em- 
barrassing to union leaders. Before the ‘bill was 
passed, they described it as an attempt to 
enslave labor. Since the bill became law, they 
have embarked on a nation-wide campaign for 
its repeal. Judging from the Robinson poll in 
Look, it’s time ‘to ask what the shooting is all 
about.

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Vishinsky 

Mr. Vishinsky’s harangue hardly lends itself 
to rational analysis. It is a mixture of un- 
truths, half-truths, distortions and wild general- 
izations. It brings intq the open the difficulty 
of dealing with the Russians that Secretary Mar- 
shall has experienced at the conference table, 
that ex-Secretary Byrnes found to be true, that 
all of our diplomatic representatives have en- 
countered. 

The Soviet representative first attained a kind 
of fame as a prosecutor. He was the leading 
figure at the trials of old Bolsheviks who, under 
Mr. Vishinsky’s questioning, confessed on the 
stand to all sorts of heinous crimes.

Wrong Cure for the Bond Mess 

Whatever the cure may be for the sloppy way 
bond forfeitures are being handled, the sugges- 
tion made by the secretary-treasurer of the 
Board of Education, Mervyn E. Wiethaupt, isn’t 
it. Mr. Wiethaupt proposes that remissions of 
forfeitures should be allowed only if the person 
under bond is dead. 

Many times the person under bond is found 
by his bondsman in jail in some other place, 
frequently with several prior claims on him 
when he ‘gets out. The bonded person is not 
legally available. The bondsman, for reasons 
beyond his control, cannot produce him in the 
court to which the bond was made, 

The rule Mr. Wiethaupt proposes, therefore, 
would be unfair. Its practical result, it seems 
likely, would be to make bonds more difficult 
to obtain, and possibly more expensive, since 
bondsmen's risks would be increased.

Aroused by the May-June floods which 
cost 38 lives and $164,000,000 in damage 
(according to the estimate of Army Engi- 
neers) President Truman proposed that 
Congress complete its authorized flood con- 
trol projects in the Mississippi Valley, 
amounting to four billion odd, in the next 
10 years, and begin by adding 3280, 000, 000 
to its current appropriations. 

There you have the same old pork bar- 
rel, the same old partial planning and 
divided execution, Mr. Truman even 
adopted the peculiar bias of the Army En- 
gineers in his proposal for apportionment 
of the funds. Of his proposed $250,000,000 
immediate addition, | 
he wished to assign 
$237,000,000 for the 
engineers, leaving 
$10,000,000 for the 
Reclamation Bureau 
and $3,000,000 for the 
Soil Conservation 
Service. 

Yet according to 
Soil Conservation fig- 
ures the flood dam- 
ages of May and 
June which related to 
soil conservation 
amounted to $1,200,- 

000,000, or just about 
seven times what the Senator Murray 
Army Engineers considered flood damage. 


The Department of Agriculture, which 
has jurisdiction over the Soil Conservation 
Service. has estimated that merely to make 
a survey and plans for what should be 
done about soll conservation in the Mis- 
souri Valley—to say nothing of the rest of 
the Mississippi system—would cost $1,000,- 
000 and that execution of the plan prob- 
ably would cost a total of $350,000,000. And 
remember—the soil loss from this year’s 
flood alone was $1,200,000,000, 


For 80 Per Cent, 1 Per Cent 


To conserve the soll against floods—fo 
tackle the causes of more than 80 per cent 
of the flood damage in the 1947 disaster— 
President Truman proposed to provide a 
little more than 1 per cent of the funds. 
For the favored Army Engineers’ flood 
work he proposed more than 90 per cent 
of the total. : 

We first tackled the flood problem 68 
years ago by adopting a method which 
China had been demonstrating for the past 
4000 years wouldn’t work. Applying the 
most modern knowledge of the twentieth 
century A. D, the enlightened United States 
decided to rely. upon levees. 

Then 1927 came, a year for which Con- 
gress and its flood control agency had had 
48 years and $86,000,000—including $15,000,- 
000 in Delta contributions—to prepare. 
Were they ready? Were the farms and 
cities secure? Did the levees tower strong 
and safe beside the river? 


Floodways and Spillways 


The Mississippi swept aside its levees to 
flood 28,500 square miles in Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi, Arkansas, Tennessee, Kentucky 
and Missouri, an area the size of Ireland. 


Gen. Jadwin, chief of Army Engineers, 
then proposed a semi-revolutionary change. 
The levees should be raised, but only about 
three feet. The major features of the Jad- 
win Plan were floodways and spillways. 


The policy makers had ventured part of 


the way toward really coming to grips 
with the flood problem. But still they were 
thinking in terms of flood control rather 
than flood prevention. 

The Army Engineers were cool to the 
phases of flood prevention work outside 
of their province, and within the purview 
of the Department of Agriculture. Nobody 
denied that forestation and erosion control 
were excellent, paying for themselves many 
times over, exélusive of flood control. 


For the idea of mainstream flood control 
by means of tributary control ever to gain 
financial plausibility, a still further novel 
and knotty idea had to come into ac- 
ceptance: that a dam and reservoir might 
well be operated for more than one pur- 
pose. Reservoirs on the tributaries, if built 
for flood control alone, would cost too much. 


Enter: Electric Power 


The good sense of making electric power 
an income earning function of public dams 
had been asserted by Theodore Roosevelt, 
but the multiple-purpose-dam idea was slow 
in catching on. One reason was that pri- 
vately owned electric utilities opposed it. 


The Army Engineers, slow to be inter- 


ested at all in multiple-purpose dams, now 
are interested only for flood control and 
navigation, which are their special assign- 
ments, and to a lesser extent, for power— 
the Army never having been an ardent ad- 
vocate of public power. The Reclamation 
Bureau is interested almost entirely for 
irrigation and power, its Gwn special as- 
signments. The idea of controlling floods 
at the tributaries is coming. nearest to 
realization on the Missouri, where Army 
and Reclamation have united their plans 
into the Pick-Sloan Plan. 


The Pick-Sloan Plan falls short of the 


idea that floods and flood damage—includ- 
ing the loss of soil and siltation of streams 


should be prevented by setting to work as 


soon as a drop of potential flood water falls 
on the land. *« 


Pork Bargel Influence 


Congress and its flood control agent will 
continue behind the times and flood control 
will continue to be a botch, as long as two 
things stand in the way. 

The first is Congress’ attachment to the 
pork barrel. The second obstacle is the ab- 
sence of any agency for its administration. 
The Army Engineers can't tackle all the 
elements of the job because their authority 
from Congress is limited to a few phases 


of it. They are, moreover, too intimately * 


tied in with the pork barrel system. 

People like Senator Murray think the 
answer is a development similar to TVA, 
with an assignment broad enough to take 
the flood control problem and integrate it 
with all the other controls needed—for pow- 
er, for navigation, for irrigation, for soil 
control, forestation, the conservation of 
wild life, and for recreation. 

President Truman has done little to im- 
prove the situation. He has declared him- 
self in favor of MVA and at every oppor- 
tunity has knifed it. 

What sort of cataclysm will it take to 
meld these viewpoints?

'WGN Is Permeated by Owner’s Astigmatic Faith in Chicago As Heart’ of Universe

CHICAGO, Sept. 19. 
about WGN, one of the lesser 


T HE most curious single fact 


properties of Col. Robert Ruth- 
erford McCormick’s (Chicago) em- 
pire, is that it doesn’t make any 
money. ‘This is extraordinarily 
difficult, WGN, which stands for 
the World's Greatest Newspaper, 
a modést claim appearing every 
day on “The Chicago Tribune,” is 
a 50,000-watt station operating in 
the second largest market in the 
country. It grabs 35 cents of every 
local advertising dollar spent in 
radio and claims to have 31 per 
cent more listeners than any other 
Chicago station in the da 
= 13 per cent more at night. 
In spite of all this, WGN just 
about breaks even and more than 
once it has proudly brought this 
to the attention of the Federal 
Communications Commission in 
Washington whenever its license 
is renewed. There are several 
explanations why WGN doesn't 
make potfuls of money. The 
Colonel is sometimes suspected of 
deliberately refusing to make a 


profit (though he doesn’t lose any 


money) on a medium which is 
under governmental control. “The 
Chicago Tribune” has repeatedly 
thundered that the Federal Gov- 
ernment ruins every private enter- 
prise in which it is allowed to 
meddle. Since radio is very much 
under Federal. control, it wouldn't 
look well for this theory if WGN 
were allowed to prosper.

Just the same, while the colonel 
may occasionally forget he owns 
a radio station, the WGN man- 
agement never forgets it. WGN 
is permeated and dominated ‘by 
McCormick's passions and preju- 
dices and particularly by the Col- 
onel’s astigmatic faith in Chicago 
as the heart of the universe. 

A good deal of WGN’s early 
history, which at thig date has 
that special radiance cast by past 
events, was due to McCormick's 
wide-eyed belief that radio was 
just another news medium and 
that WGN was a valuable though 
minor assistant to “The Tribune” 
in exploiting the colonel’s pet 
projects. Because of 
WGN brought Chicagoans in the 
twenties the most complete and 
expensive special coverage ever 
attempted by an independent sta- 
tion. It also provided a rich and 
lusty com of a variety peculiar 
to Chicago

The orangutans, both infants, 
finally arrived shivering with cold.

Col. McCormick has always lin- 
sisted that WGN is primarily a 
public service station and though 
he frequently gets the public in- 
terest confused with his own, in 
many ways it is. One WGN stunt 
which started as a memorable 
public service and ended as a 
colossal nuisance was the broad- 
cast of police calls in 1929, the 
forerunner of the present day 
radio-equipped squad cars. WGN

Recently 
the colonel got interested in arti- 
ficial rain-making by sowing 
clouds with dry ice. A plane was 
hired and rain was buted 
through the courtesy of Col. Mc- 
Cormick over a small sector of 
Illinois. Though the rain-making 
experiments were months old and 
the colonel was virtually last in 
the field, WGN covered the event 
as if it were invented by “The 


_Chicago Tribune.” 


However, when WGN concen- 
trated on news instead of “Trib- 
une” promotion it was a lively 
station. Its boast was that it went 
farther afield for news than any 
other station could broadcast. In 
1926, it broadcast the World Court 
debate in the Senate: for Chicago 
ears alone. 

This sort of imaginative broad-
